DEADLIEST OF KILLERS 


Traffic Official Warns Of 
Carbon Monoxide Danger 


REGINA. — Every winter needless 
deaths are caused through one of the 
deadliest of killers, carbon monoxide, 
and synchronous with the swift ap- 
proach of cold weather is a warning 
to motorists from J. A. Christie, 
chairman of the Highway Traffic 
board, 

Mr. Christie, in issuing the warn- 
ing, pointed out that the exhaust 
from an average car contains seven 
per cent. of carbon monoxide. If the 
engine is cold, the carbon monoxide 
content is: considerably higher. 

All that is needed to cause death 
in a matter of minutes is one per 
cent, of the poisonous gas in the air 
a person is breathing. Because car- 
bon monoxide is colorless, tasteless 
and odorless,, the danger of the gas 
is doubled, 

Mr. Christie pointed out that car- 
bon monoxide is harmless if it is dif- 
fused in the open air, but once it 
becomes concentrated in a closed 
garage or automobile, it becomes 
deadly and can cause death so swift- 
ly that the victim has hardly a 
chance to save himself. 

In view of these facts, said Mr. 
Christie, motorists should not have to 
be urged to make sure the exhaust 
system in their cars is in perfect 
condition. Even a smallNeak in the 
exhaust system can cause fatal con- 
centrations of the gas. \ 

During the winter months, most 
motorists drive will all the windows 
closed, thus creating an almost air- 
tight death chamber in cases where 
exhaust systems are not in proper 
conditions Many deaths are also 
caused annually, noted the Highway 
Traffic Board chairman, when motor- 
ists run their cars to warm them up 
in a closed garage. 

At the same time,

Many motorists, Mr, Christie said,

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Skate or walk on ice close to 


shore, Skate or walk on unknown 
ice in pairs with some distance sepa- 
rating each person. On a moonlight 
skating party do not wander out of 
sight of main group. 

In the event of a break through 
the victim should spread his arms 
on the solid ice. Kick the feet to 
the surface as in swimming. Try to 
lean well forward flattening the body 
as much as possible in an effort to 
worm forward onto the ice. (This is 
a most difficult feat even with the 
use of hand spikes.) As soon as the 
hips are on the ice, roll away from 
the danger area. 

Rescuers should use a pole, branch 
of a tree, plank, ladder or rope to 
reach the victim. If a rope is used 
have a loop in the end thrown to the 


victim, He can slip his hands 
through the loop, 
Rescuers should remember to 


spread their weight by lying down. 
If there is no equipment available— 
a human chain can be formed and 
the chain worms its way forward. 

Keep survival equipment in car 
through snow season, Extra warm 
clothing, blankets, food, shovel, sand, 
tow rope, flashlight, compass, ther- 
mos, for hot drink and a good book, 
If stalled stay.with the car unless 
road is clear and you can see lights 
or houses. Shut off motor before 
exhaust gases leak in and knock you 
out. Wrap up and read or sleep, If 
you get cold you'll wake up.

Old Indian 
Village Found 
Near Brandon 


BRANDON. — Archaeologists have 
found the remains of an Indian vil- 
lage near here that was inhabited 
between 300 and 500 years ago. 

Dr. R. G. McMeish, archaeologist 
for the National Museum of Canada, 
has been in charge of digging at the 
site for three weeks, His team lo- 
cated a mass of buffalo bones and 
a number of human skeletons in 
burial pits, 

The archaeologists also dug up 
about 200 urrowheads, borte harpoons 
and other tools, implements and 
specimens of pottery. 

The village, located on the farm of 
Frank Stott, appears to have been 
on the edge of a run where the As- 
siniboine Indians slaughtered buffalo. 

Dr. McMeish said the human skulls 
found have the same physical char- 
acteristics as those of the Assini- 
boine Indians and were distinctly 
different from those of the Cree or 
Saulteux Indians,

 |Seed Experts Seek Antidote 


Virulent Stem Rust Strain 


Dr. C. H. Goulden and A. H. Parker Start Six- 
Weeks Tour of Seed-Growing Stations 
In South American Countries 


OTTAWA. — Two Canadian seed experts have embarked on 
a Latin-American tour as another step in Canada’s campaign to 


find an antidote to the virulent 
Prairie wheat crops last spring. 


Dr. C. H. Goulden, Dominion cere- 
alist, and A, H. Parker of Gilbert 
Plains, Man., president of the Cana- 
dian Seed Growers’ Manitoba sec- 
tion, have started a six-weeks tour 


of co-operative seed-growing  sta- 
tions in six South American coun- 
tries. 


They will examine hundreds of va- 
rieties of seed to judge how resistant 
they are to the fungus growth, be- 
lieved to have originated in the south 
and carried by wind to the United 
States and Canada. 

However, they will do more than 
examine what other countries are 
doing. Canada has a new wheat va- 
riety the experts are reluctant to 
talk about gnd which research men 
are confident may prove impregnable 
against* the rust, 

So far only a few bushels of the 
variety have been developed. It is 
being tested in Canada and at sta- 
tions the experts will visit in Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Peru 
and Ecuador, « 

By the time the men return they 
may know how resistant the new 
variety is against 15-B as well as

By 1,149 A Day 


OTTAWA. — Canada’s popula- 
tion is increasing by 1,149 per 
day, the Bureau of Statistics re- 
ported. ‘ 

The bureau said that durin 
the census year of June 1, 1951, 
to June 1, 1952, there were 1,036 
births and 332 deaths each day. 
Immigrants arrived at the rate 
of 590 a day, and emigrants left 
on an average of 145 daily. 

This meant a net population 
gain of 419,385 per year, or 
1,149 per day.

THE RUSTY GRAIN BE|]ETTLE 
The Rusty Grain Beetle Canada’s 
most serious insect pest of stored 
grain during the Second World War, 
has again been reported in Western 
Canada. Wherever these insects be- 
come well established then the grain 
invariably heats. Grain usually 
heats because it is tough or damp, 
but the Rusty Grain Bectle can cause 
grain to heat that is relatively dry. 
The beetle ‘is a flattened, reddish 
brown insect, about 1-16 of an inch 
long. It can easily be seen with the 
naked eye. It is extremely import- 
ant that every farmer should know 
whetiier his grain held in storage is 
infected. The. bin or pile of grain 
should be probed from time ‘to time 
to get samples from different depths 
and the samples carefully examined. 
The samples can be passe@ through 
an ordinary grain sieve and the in- 
sects will fall through the bottom 
when ‘they. can readily be seen, If 
these insects are found the farmer 
should at once get in touch with the 
Dominion Entomological Laboratory 
at Lethbridge. From here farmers 
will receive advice on what to do to
